In claims 13-22, the term, "Axial" should be -The axial-. 
In claim 13: 

Line 3, "the guide slot" should be -the guide slots-. 
In claim 14: 

Line 4, "an apex" should be -each of said curved apex-. 
In claim 19: 

Line 2, "a free face" should be -the free face-. 
In claim 21 : 

Line 3, delete "preferably". 
Appropriate corrections are required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims are patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
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the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth in claim 12, including every structural element recited in the claim, especially the 
concept of arranging the compression spring between the shaft holder and the hub and 
pressing the roll core with the banding roll over the hub in the axial direction onto the 
flange and the spacing corresponds to the spacing of the roll core of the banding roll, 
wherein the hub is freely rotatable on the shaft, and using the bolt from the shaft and 
engaging without protrusion in the guide slot of the bayonet socket with the inner face 
and the curved apex. The prior art of record shows the concept of bayonet connection, 
but fails to show the combination of the bayonet connection with adjusting the spacing 
of the roll core of the banding roll by placing the compressing spring between the shaft 
holder and the hub and pressing the roll core with the banding roll over the hub in the 
axial direction onto the flange. The prior art taken as a whole fails to disclose or render 
obvious the presently claimed invention. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
